Stunned, but uninjured, the marquis 
tried to escape to the streets, but at 
first he found this impossible as the 
stairs had collapsed with the first 
shock. 
Finally, after numerous ef- 


orts he succeeded in getting out or a 
window and descending to the ground 
from the third story by moans of a 
rope. 


Walking, he says, was difficult, ow- 


ing to the fact that the streets were 
tilled with debris. He helped in the 
work of rescue and in a short time 
had assisted in dragging from beneath 
the ruins in the street eighty-six per- 
sons, all of them dead. The faces of 
every one of them, he says, showed 
the agony they suffered in death. 
Many of them had their arms across 
their faces, as though to protect them- 
selves from the falling debris. 


It was necessary to release the pris- 


oners at Taltni, and many of them 
succeeded in making tbeir escape.

VAST ARMY OF REFUGEES. 


Warships Take 100,000 Persons From 


Devastated Districts- 


Tendon. Dec. 31.—A special dispatch 


received here from Palermo 
today 


says it is estimated that up to thin 
morning nearly 100.000 persons had 
been embarked on tho warships and 
other vessels in the Straits o£ Messina, 
or have otherwise left the devastated 
district. 
AH the towns and villages 


along the strait are rapidly becoming 
depopulated, ss there arc widespread 
fears of further convulsions. 


Scenes of the weirdest nature are 


being: enacted at Messina and other 
mined cities. Grim messages reach 
Palermo that clouds of crowds havn 
descended on the stricken 
district, 


having crossed the sea in response to 
some mysterious intuition of the dis- 
aster. In Messina the rescuers fre- 
quently 
encounter processions 
of 


nafceS persons bearing images of the 
saints. It is exceedingly difficult to 
deal with these frenzied survivors. 


According to reports brought in by 


of which, it is believed, have been en- 
tirely wiped out. 


In many casea entire buildings have 


been swept out to sea and no trace 
o£ them remains. 
Flourishing vil- 


lages have been wiped out of exist- 
ence. In some of the smaller towns 
such as Palml, near Monteleon, the 
suddenness and completeness of the 
catastrophe was overwhelming. 
Of 


the 14,000 people living in Palml only 
a few score are alive today. Yester- 
day 2,200 corpses were buried in the 
cemetery there. 
The survivors of 


Palmi, reinforced by rescuers from 
other points, and under the leadership 
of soldiers and doctors are performing 
prodigies of valor. 
Many of them 


have been overcome by the awful con- 
ditions under which they are work- 
ing. 


Priests Render Aid. 


The Bishop of Morabito and other 


priests, with touching devotion and 
courage, have done much to preserve 
order by the example of calmness and 
self denial they have given the people. 
They are busy carrying comfort and 
consolation to the dying and the be- 
reaved. 


The first of the survivors of Keggio 


to reach Catanzaro were so broken 
down by the shock of their experi- 
ences that it was almost impossible 
for them to give any connected ac- 
count of the destruction of the city. 
They speak disconnectedly of whole 
districts swept away in a moment and 
entire families annihilated. 


Reggio remains isolated in ghostly 


desolation. 
The railroads and the 


foot paths through the surrounding 
country have been utterly destroyed, 
while the survivors lack food, water 
and medical supplies. 


Visit of King and Q"een. 


The visit of the king and queen of 


Italy to Messina and Keggio lias 
aroused widespread enthusiasm. 


In spite of tho universal mourning 


ami distress, the sovereigns were sa- 
luted when they disembarked, by the 
firing of guns from the Italian and 
foreign warships at Messina. As the 
king and his party set foot on shoro 
they were greeted with scenes of in- 
describable woe. His majesty spoke 
highly in praise of the Italian sol- 
diers, and the sailors from the for- 
eign warships, for their heroic work 
of rescue. He shook hands with sev-. 
eral officers, saying it was his rlesire 
to be informed of every detail of their 
splendid wnrls. 


Accompanied by Ministers Orlando 


and Bertolini. he visited both Messi- 
na 
and Reggio. 
spending several 


hours at. each place. He visited per- 
sonally every quarter of these cities,

One of the most disastrous earth- 


quakes in modern history, before the 
present one, was that in Lisbon, the 
capital of Portugal, on November 1, 
1755, 
when, in less than six minutes 


sixty thousand persons were killed. 
It struck the city almost without 
warning. Terrible sounds came sud- 
denly from underground and almost 
instantly afterward a violent shock 
threw down the greater portion of the 
city. 


The place from which this earth- 


quake started must have been situat- 
ed on the bed ot the ocean at some 
distance from the coast, for the great 
wave thus raised in the 
Atlantic 


ocean did not reach the mouth of the 
Tagus river until about half an hour 
after the most severe shocks were 
over. The arrival of this wave at the 


that the shocks were so great that on 
several occasions it was believed the 
vessel had struck a rock, till, on heav- 
ing the lead, it was found that they 
were in very deep water. In another 
case such was the shock to the ves- 
sel that the planks on the deck had 
their seams opened. In still another, 
several of the sailors were thrown in- 
to the air for a distance of about one 
and a half feet.

So great was 


the shock that the mountains in the 
neighborhood were violently shaken 
and some of them split or fractured in 
a wonderful manner. 


Particularly large w.is the loss of 


life in the churches, whither hundreds 
hastened for refuge when the shaking 
of the earth began, for most of these 
buildings fell and buried the worship- 
pers. Another large loss of life was 
caused by the destruction of a large 
marble quay or wharf that was sud- 
denly swallowed up by the sea. While 
the buildings in the city were being 
overthrown by the earthquake a mul- 
titude sought the quay as a flat place 
where they could not be injured by 
the falling buildings. Suddenly how- 
ever, this structure sank into the wa- 
ter, and not only were all those upon 
it drowned, but none of the bodies 
was ever afterward found. 


Vessels Carried Down. 


The loss of life was about one thou- 
sand. 


Other destructive earthquakes en- 


rolled in the _aunals of casualty in- 
clude one in Jamaica, in 1692, when 
many persons were swallowed up in 
the fissures; Penco, Chill, in 1751; 
Valparaiso, Chili, in 1822; Concep- 
cion, Chili, in 1835; Krakatoa, Java, 
in 1883. and New Zealand, in 1855. 
The United States has been visited 
from lime to time, the most severe 
earthquake prior to that in San Fran- 
cisco having been in Charleston, S. 
C., in 1886, when the loss of life, how- 
ever, was comparatively small. 


One of the most violent shocks ot 


recent times occurred in the pro- 
vinces of Mino and Owaro, Japan, in 
1891, when 7,000 lives were lost.

fell bodily into it. 


The Therapie brought thirty Ger- 


man and 600 other fugitives. During 
the voyage to Naples several injured 
women died and one child was born. 


A physician named Condo, a native 


of Messina, said he escaped by climb- 
ing over the fallen roofs. 
Houses 


vanished with the suddenness of a 
dream and 
daylight showed 
nearly 


two miles of ruins. Steamers put out 
to cross the straits for help after the 
first shock of the earthquake, but half 
way over they met vessels from the 
opposite coast which carried the news 
that Reggio too had perished. 


Some of the fugitives aboard the 


Therapie hastily left the ship when 
she reached this port, in some cases 
abandoning their children. Ten more 
steamers with fugitives are expected 
to arrive here within the next day or 
two, and every effort is being rnad'e to 
prepare shelter for them. Naples is 
the center of the relief organization 
and all social functions have been 
postponed.

The steamer Therapie is lying off 


.Naples crowded with refugees from 
Messina—bereaved 
men. starving 


women and weeping children, all with 
the stamp of great fear still upon 
their faces. 


One of the refugees, a man employ- 


ed with a German cotton firm in the 
lost city, said: 


"Messina is utterly destroyed. Noth- 


ing remained when I left but a part of 
the .citadel. 
A few soldier; are the 


lone survivors of the whole garrison. 
I was asleep when the first shock 
awoke me. 
I lit my lam]), hut all was 


quiet, and I turned to sleep again. 
Suddenly 
fresh 
shocks • occurred, 


violent and terrifying. 
I arose quick- 


ly, but. the house was swaying and my 
door was jammed. I tore the sheets 
from the bed and made a rope and 
lowered myself from the window to 
the street. 
An Italian family of five 


persons escaped from the house by 
the aid of my rope.

No Food for Destitute. 


"No food could be secured. 
I had 


only 3 few nuts to eat. The head of

press train on the road from Reggio to 
Xaplns was brought to a stop by the

lation asking the people of Naples to 
succor and give hospitality to the un- 
fortunate Sicilians. 
Every means of 


transportation to move the wounded 
from the harbor to the hospitals and 
infirmaries is being mnde use of. 
but still the conveyances arc in- 
sufficient, in number. 
Several build- 


ings rxrc beinc prepared to serve as 
provisional hospitals. 


The Serapin brought stories of 


heartrending separation of families 


nnd the hopeless and frantic seeking 
of relatives one for the other. 


.lust as the steamer was leaving 


Messina a man made his way to the 
dock and called again and again for 
his wife and children. 
The people 


on board listened attentively. 
Then 


from the vessel came an answer. 
"I 


am hero! 
I am here!" answered a 


woman's voice. "Are the children 
there?" came from the dock. "Yes, 
we are all here," the woman replied. 
But there was no note of joy from 
the unfortunate mother. 
Her heart 


could hold no happiness after the ex- 
periences of the night. 


Dazed by the Terror. 


Shortly after the Serapin docked a 


gang-plank was lowered and a few 
persons were allowed on board. 
The 


refugees were found sitting in iso- 
lated groups. They gave evidence of 
great mental depression and were ut- 
terly exhausted. They seemed scarce- 
ly conscious of their surroundings. 
Most of them were held in the thrall 
of their terrible experiences. 


One old man was carrying a little 


girl in his arms. 
The child was cov- 


ered with blood. 
"Is 
that your 


child?" he was asked. "No," he re- 
plied. "Yesterday I found her oh the 
pavement in Messina. 
I picked her 


up and cared 
for 
her. 
No one 


claimed her and I could not abandon 
her. 
I have had her in my arms ever 


since." 
With this touching explan- 


ation the old man became oblivious 
to his questioner 
and everything 


around him. 


The Serapin brought into this port 


records 
of 
numberless 
tragedies. 


Families separated; mothers 
moan- 


ing and crying for their'' dead chil- 
dren; husbands nnd .wives lost to 
each other, or a sole survivor wish- 
ing that he had not been spared. 


Girl Saves Canary Bird.

her clothing tattered nnd torn, had 
saved a canary bird. She was a mu- 
sic hall singer and had clung to her 
pet throughout the terrible scenes 
of devastation.

The peo- 
ple still in the city have broken open 
the restaurant and food supply shops 
and are- feeding themselves as they 
may. 


The Duke of Aosta left here this 


morning on a torpedo boat for Mes- 
sina nnd Reggio. 


Thousands of Sicilians and Cala- 


brlans were in Naples today from the 
north, seeking means of communica- 
tion to the south by which to get 
news of friends and relatives. 


The Russian cruiser Admiral Ma- 


karoft came in here today from Mes- 
sina with 400 injured on board, and 
the steamer Therapie likewise has 
brought 
hundreds 
or 
survivors. 


Hundreds of Sicilians who had come 
over to the continent for Christmas 
invaded the piers to learn if their 
loved ones were among the people 
on board. 
Others are ' searching 


vainly for a way to get down to Mes- 
sina. 


Awful Wind With Wave. 


While the destruction of Messinri 


and Reggio was due primarily to the 
earthquake, the tidal wave caused 
enormous damage. 
In the narrow 


strait the water formed into a huge 
wave forty feet high. 
It then drew 


back from the coast as if gathering 
strength for an onslaught that would 
obliterate the land. So violent was 
the motion of the atmosphere coinci- 
dent, with the tidal wave thnt'several 
workmen engaged in digging a pit 
on the Calabrian side of the strait 
were carried bodily into the air. 


Suddenly, stopping in its backward 


sweep, the waters of the strait hurl- 
ed themselves upon the two coasts. 
Inexorably they advanced,, and piers, 
houses and gardens were swallowed 
up in the flood. 


At some places on the coast of 


Sicily the waters swept over 
the 


earth for a distance of ten miles. 
The ground for 
a great distance 


trembled under the shock of the Im- 
pact.
